It was not suicide that Mrs. Johnson had 
committed, declared Mr. Johnson. 

She had run away with Charles Dittmar. 

Considerable determination was displayed 
by Mr. Johnson, as well as a desire to wipe 
out in Mr. Dittmar’s blood the blot which 
had been placed upon thé Johnson escutch- 
eon 


He was compelled to be calm. He was ad- 
vised that it would be far better to sue Mr. 
Dittmar for alienating his wife’s affections 
and take all his money away from him. 

Mr. Dittmar is reputed quite wealthy.

A DYING VOLCANO. 


Prof. Todd’s Interesting Discovery in 
the Bad Lands. 


SIOUX CITY, Io., July 27.—Prof. J. E. 
Todd, State Geologist of South Dakota, who 
recently left Vermillion in charge of a geo- 
logical surveying party for a tour of explor- 
ation in the Black Hills and vicinity, is 
sending back reports of much interest con- 
cerning the discovery of what looks like an 
extinct volcano on San Creek, in the Bad 
Lands, not far from Hermosa. Near the 
point where the creek empties into the 
White River is a hill eighty feet in height. 
This hill, he states, vibrates and groans al- 
most constantly. The men living in the 
vicinity are given as authority that it has 
once or twice trembled so violently as to 
overturn wagons and throw down persons 
standing upon it. About half way up its 
side is a bed of volcanic ashes, between ten 
and fifteen feet in depth. Another peculiar 
formation reported is that of a valley near 
Pine Ridge, in which are numerous shifting 
dunes. They are believed to change their 
positions with every change of the wind 
and are receiving much attention from 
the surveying party. It is expected that the 
ae of the expedition will be of great 
value,

“I believe the struggle now going on in this country 
and in other countries for a single gold standard would, if 
successful, produce widespread disaster in and throughout 
the commercial world. The destruction of silver as money, 
and establishing gold as the sole unit of value, must have a 
ruinous effect on all forms of property except those invest- 
ments which yield a fixed returnin money.

ZOLLVEREIN IMPOSSIBLE.

LONDON, July 27.—The Times this morn- 
ing comments on the receipt of a cabie- 
gram from its Melbourne correspondent, 
reporting that the Hon. R. G. Reed, Premier 
of New South Wales, thinks that a zoll- 


verein between England and her colonies

fiscal system of the empire. It will be 
strange if the Laurier Government, pledged 
as it is to the traditions of free trade, does 
not place aay ned reliance upon the relief 
obtainable by improved steamship and cable 
services than by creating obstacles in the 
erection of new tariff walls between Great 
Britain and her neighbors. This may do 
us a vital injury and restrict our relations 
with foreign countries.”

WILLIAM HENRY SMITH. 


Death of the Late Manager of the As- 
sociated Press. 


CHICAGO, July 27.—William Henry Smith, 
late General Manager of the Associated 
Press, died at his home in Lake Forest at 
8:30 this morning. He had been sick for 
several days with pneumonia. 

He was born in Columbia County, N. Y., 
Dec. 1, 1833. His parents moved to Ohio, 


where he had the best educational advan- 
tages the State afforded He was a school 
teacher for a time and next a tutor in the 
Western College. Later he became the as- 
sistant editor of a weekly newspaper in 
CincinnatL 

At the age of 22 Mr. Smith had risen to 
the position of editor. At that time he was 
also doing work for the Hterary reviews. 
At the beginning of the civil war he was 
engaged on the Cincinnati Gazette, and 
took an active part in raising troops and 
Ar supplies, and through the me- 
dium of e press did much to strengthen 
the Government. He was largely instru- 
mental in making John Brough Governor 
of Ohio; he afterwards became the Gov- 
ernor’s Secretary and later was elected Sec- 
retary of State, being re-elected in 1866. 

(Mr. Smith retired from office and became 
the managing editor of the Evening Chroni- 
cle. He was obliged, however, to desist 
from such exacting work on account of Ill 
health. In 1870 he became manager of the 
Western Associated Press, having head- 
quarters in Chicago, Several years later, 
72 the personal request of President 

ayes, he accepted the office of Collector 
of Customs at Chicago. uring his term 
of office he was instrumental tn bringing 
about many needed reforms in the customs 
department. In 1883 he again became ac-

CITY DEPARTMENT BOSSES BE-, 
COME ECONOMICAL. 


WALBRIDGE WAS THROWN DOWN 


But the Wave of Economy Is Purely 
Coincidental and the Result 
of Chagrin. 


The Springfield convention is over, and 
Walbridge is no longer a gubernatorial pos- 
sibility. 

Several wards where office holders are 
supposed to be leaders failed in their politi- 
cal duties, so it is suddenly discovered that 
there are too many employes on the city 


pay rolls. 

It is a strange coincidence, and that is all, 
if the statements made by the departmental 
officers are to be believed. 

They state as a fact that the reason for 
the general shortening of forces is that there 
is not enough money to warrant carrying so 
many men on the rolls. 

The Street Department will begin to econ- 
omize by letting out about 60 per cent or 
more of its dey laborers in cleaning and 
macadamizing. There have been 18 gangs, 
and there will be only four. 

The Health Department has awakened to 
the fact that it has too many sanitary in- 
7 tors on the rolls and that some of 
1 must go if the 22 is ex- 
pected to last through the year. 

None of the heads of these departments 
are very clear in their explanations as to 
why they did not see all these things before. 

They claim that cyclone work made it 
necessary to keep the men on until now. 
The cyclone was made to cover a multitude 
of political appointments until such time 
as they were of no further use. 

Secretary Mitchell of the Health Depart- 
ment said: “I think we will have to let 
some men out because the appropriation 
bill will not give us enough money to jus- 
tify our keeping them. Politics cuts no 
figure in it really. It is only that we have 
not money enough. The work is there to be 
done, but there is not enou do * 

The department which will suffer most is 
the Sanitary Department, where most of 
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the ward workers have found berths up to 
this time. 

The situation in one or two of the other 
departments is rather funny. 


Melis of the Street Department and Sol 
Balhm, also of the Street Department, have 
nearly a thousand men under their con- 
trol in one way or another, yet none of 
these with such opportunities could carry 
their wards for Walbridge. 

There is a large feeling of disgust among 
the City Hallers over this fact because it 
reflects more or less upon the political ca- 
pacity of the entire municipal push. 

They think it shows either bad work or 
a disposition to go over to Filley. 

Dr. Starkloff said regarding his depart- 
ment, There is no politics in it as far as 
I am concerned. I have not a man who is 
not loyal and would not have one at any 
time. The fact of the matter is the As- 
sembly is cutting us down $8,000 and we 
must begin to save.” 

When asked why this was not all known 
before and the economizing commenced 
some time back he said:

WALL STREET AND PRICES. 

Special telegrams in all the Wall Street 
organs of Sunday announce a boom last 
week in the price of the more important 
stocks listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The statement is made that 
this “gratifying” result is due to the 
action of New York and foreign bankers 
in loaning gold to the Treasury to pro- 
tect’”’ the gold reserve. 

Doubtless a boom in the price of Wall 
Street stocks was one object of the pro- 
tection.”” No such “protection” was 
offered when the reserve was much 
nearer the danger line than it is now, 
and when the heavy annual exports of 
cotton - were not so near at hand to bring 
gold to this country from Europe. The 
fact is the gold reserve is not, at present, 
in danger. 

The Post-Dispatch has already noted 

the advance in Wall Street stocks which 
followed the “‘loan to the Treasury.” The 
Vanderbilt road stocks, Burlington’s, 
Rock Island’s and Gould’s were the 
largest gainers.

Senate submitted a report entitled Coinage 
Laws of the United States, 1792 to 1894, with 
an Appendix of Statistics Relating to 
Coins and Currency, and on pages 90-33, 
inclusive, gives the “Coinage of the Mints 
of the Un ted States from their organiza- 
tion, by calendar years.”” From 1793-1873, 
inclusive, the total silver coinage of the 
United States was $146,075 ivided as 
follows: Dollars, $8,031,238; half dollars, 

100, 34 uarters, $22,288,031; dimes, $9,- 
253,079.20; half dimes, $4,880,219.40; three cents, 
$1, 282,087.20. From 1874-1893, inclusive, the 
total silver coinage amounted to 
436.50, divided as follows: Dollars, 
777; half dollars, 9 uarters, 323. 
661,700; twenty cents, $271,000; dimes, 319,152, - 
992.50. This does not include the trade dol- 
lars, of which 35,965,924 were coined. 

From these figures it will be seen that 
during the twenty years immediately fol- 
lowing the crime of 1873’ the United 
States coined over 350 per cent as much sil- 
ver as during the eighty years preceding 
that terrible event. omparing the 8,031,238 
standard silver dollars coined from 1793-1573, 
inclusive, with the 419,332,772 coined from 
1873 to 1894, or, I should say, from 1878, 
when the coinage was resumed, it shows a 
gain of over 5. pee cent. Does this look 
as though the dollar of our dads“ had been 
so shamefully abused as our free silver 
friends would have the yoowes believe?

In the year 1892 
the meeting of the International Monetary Conference at Brussels. 
began its sessions November 22, 1892. 

The Commissioners from the United States were William B. Allison, John P. Jones, 
James B. McCreary, Henry W. Cannon, E. Benjamin Andrews and Edwin H. Terrell. 
The instructions issued to these Commissioners by the President were as follows: 


Gentlemen: Reposing full confidence in your ability to properly represent the inter- 
ests of the United States at the Monetary Conference, called at the instance of this 
Government, to meet at Brussels on November 22, 1892, to consider the present condition 
of silver and what measures, if any, can be taken to increase the use of that metal in 
the 2 of the world, the President does not deem it necessary or desir- 
able to cumber you with detailed instructions as to your duties. 

„Therefore only general instructions will be aves, leaving much to your own oo 

ment and the developments of the conference tself. The main purpose which ih 
Government seeks to accomplish by this conference is to bring about a stable relation 
between gold and silver. 
It is the opinion of the President, and, as he believes, of the people of the United 
States, with singular unanimity, that a full use of silver as a coined metal at a ratio 
to gold to be fixed by an agreement between the great commercial nations of the 
world, would very highly promote the prosperity of all the people of all the countries 
of the world. For this reason your first and mst important duty will be to secure, if 
possible, an agreement among the chief commerical countries of the world looking 
to international bimetallism—that is, the unlimited coinage of gold and silver into 
pooner of full debt-paying power at a fixed rate in coinage common to all the agree- 
ng powers. 

You should not lose sight of the fact that no arrangement will be acceptable to the 
people or satisfactory to the Government of the United States which woul — any pos- 
sibility place this country on a silver basis while European countries maintain the sin- 
gle gold standard. 
ailing to secure international bimetallism, the next important duty will be to se- 
cure, if possible, some action upon the part of European countries looking to a larger 
— oF silver as a currency, in order to put an end to the further depreciation of that 
metal, 

To your wisdom, your wide experience and your knowledge of this important subject, 
as well as your intimate acquaintance with the feelings and sentiments of our own peo- 
ple, the President commits the interests of this country, feeling assured that you 
will not fail to guard them well. 

You will be expected to report from time to time the progress of the conference at 
Brussels, and you will be authorized to use the cable in case of urgency. 


I am, gentlemen, your obedient servant, 
JOHN W. FOSTER, Secretary of State. 


The Prime Minister of Belgium, in his opening address to the Conference called at- 
tention to the importance of the subject to be considered in the following terms: 


The conference in which you are called upon to take part, has for its object the 
consideration of one of the most serious, complex and arduous problems which is pre- 
sented to modern society. * * It (money) touches all economic and social interests; 
it affects the commerce of the world, and is the real reason of more than one unex- 
plained crisis. * * * Currents of capital are always in a certain measure metallic 
currents. The decreased cost of nr and the more highly developed spirit 
of association which permit the formation of companies for enterprises in remote coun- 
tries only increase these currents. And thus, while it has changed the international 
function of money has greatly increased. At the same time the evil results of every 
monetary crisis are more and more acute, and it is, it seems, to an international 
agreement that we must look for the means of preventing them or moderating them, 


A declaration and programme was prepared by the representative of the United 
States and presented to the Conference. It outlined the considerations which led to 
the calling together of the Conference by the President of the United States, and em- 


bodied the following resolution: 

That in the opinion of this Conference it is desirable that some measure should be 
found for increasing the use of silver in the currency systems of the nations. 

Sir Rivers Wilson, for the delegation of Great Britain, accepted this resolution, as 
also did the representatives of France, Spain, the Netherlands and other nations, 

It is important to observe that with comparatively few exceptions the recognition 
was general in the Conference of a monetary evil requiring remedy. This feeling 
pervaded the entire Conference, and was forcibly expressed by many of the delegates, 
as will be noted from extracts from their remarks, which follow: 


Mr. de Rothschild of England said: 

The stock of silver in the world is estimated at some thousands of millions, and 
if this conference were to break up without arriving at any definite result there 
would be a depreciation in the value of that commodity which it would be frightful 
to contemplate, and out of which a monetary panic would ensue, the far spreading 
effects of which it would be impossible to foretell. 

M. Tirard, speaking for France, said: 

It is certain that a greater stability in the ratio would result in facilitating com- 
mercial relations, in binding the nations closer together and permitting them to ex- 
change their products as it suited them, to the satisfaction of all governments and 
to the greater profit of all individuals. 

Gen Strachey, delegate from British India, said: 

The Government of India has, during the last two decades, made many ineffectual 
attempts to protect itself against the effects on its currency of this continued fall in 
the value of silver in its relation to gold, and, notwithstanding the heavy burdens 
thereby entailed upon the country, has maintained the stiver standard in the one that 
circumstances might at length bring it some relief from the ever increasin ifficul- 
ties of its position. But no such relief has come and, on the contrary, the difficulties 
have become constantly greater until they are becoming, if they have not already be- 
come, real dangers, 

Bir Guilford L. Molesworth, the other delegate of the Indian Government, said: 

Our predecessors in the Paris monetary conference of 1879 and 1881 were almost 
unanimous in the opinion that silver must be rehabilitated. They only disagreed on 
the method of rehabilitation. Some were of the opinion that matters would right them- 
selves, whilst others considered that the remedy could only come by re-establishing 
the link that had existed between gold and silver prior to 1873. The opinion of the 
latter was undoubtedly correct. atters have gone from bad to worse. 


The proposal of the United States for the unrestricted coinage of silver concur- 
rently with gold by an international agreement was advocated by a number of tne del- 


Sir William Houldsworth, a delegate of Great Britain, said: 

A further fall in the level of prices would be a disaster. I frankly admit that, in 
my opinion, there will never be a permanent solution of this difficulty until we have an 
international bimetallic agreement. 

This opinion was supported by the delegates from the Netherlands, Belgium and 
other countries. At the ninth session of the conference the discussion of bimetallism 
was closed. The general feeling then was admirably voiced in the remarks of M. De 
Osma, delegate from Spain, who, summing up the results of the conference, stated in 
substance that there was practically a unanimous desire to reach a tangible result 
for the remedy of the evils which were felt by all. He said: 

There has always been in our discussions a certain dominant and unmistakable 
character which is supported by the evidence of attitude more eloquently than by 
words, viz.: the presence of a general good will inspired by the existence of a crisis

DERS TO PUNISH FILLEY. 


A BLOW AT THE MACHINE. 


War Made on Walbridge Will Result 
in No Filley Men Being Ap- 
pointed Judges or Clerks. 


“Vengeance is mine, and I will repay,” 
saith Cyrus. : 

This ia the virtual effect of the announce- 
ment of Election Commissiener William 
Flewellyn Saunders, Mayor Walbridge’s 
factotum, that in the appointment of Re- 
publican judges and clerks of election 
Central Committeemen will be ignored. 

In thus departing himself from the time- 
worn party custom, Mr. Saunders has dealt 
the Filley machine a body blow, the force 
of which it can not escape, and the effects 


of which it will poignantly feel for the 
next two years. 

The prerogative of naming the judges 
and clerkg for the precincts in their wards 
has been an undisputed one with Central 
Committeemen for years. 

It is not to be so this time with those of 
the Republican faith, and for this reason 
there is a deep-toned lament sent up from 
every member of Filley’s henchmen on the 
Central Committee. 

After all the packing of delegations and 
strangling of every man who undertakes 
to combat the machine, after taking his 
money to be voted for at the primaries, 
amounts to 4" a factional triumph. The 
vital thing is to have men on guard at the

He then said that the law for guidance 
in the Bristol case is laid down by the 
Court of Appeals in the case of the State 
to the use of Brennan against Walbridge. 
wherein it is stated that the writ of cer- 
tiorari only serves to bring up fur review .he 
oo gaa of record in the inferior tri- 

He then went on to say that the record in 
the Bristol case bears on its face evidence of 
having been advisedly prepared, yet it does 
mot contain the first requisite laid down by 
the Court of Appeals in the Brennan case. 
namely, that it shows that charges were 
Preferred. 

There is a recital in its notice served on 
the @ccused to the effect that charges had 
been preferred, and what purported to be a 
copy thereof accompanied the notice, but if 
that were a fact the record itself should 
show it. 

“If a man is to be turned out of an office 
which he holds and not onty be deprived of 
its honors and emoluments, but aiso suffer 
in the aspersion of his character, there 
should be some known and authorized 
author of the prosecution. This is not a 
criminal proceeding, but it is akin to it in 
character. In the most trivial misdemean- 
Or a writ will not issue to bring the ac- 
cused before a magistrate unless some 
officer in his official character or some cit- 
en under oath prefer the complaint.“ 

The judge said that whether or not the 
commissioners would be authorized to pre- 
fer charges against Bristol: before them- 
selves was not a question in the case as at 
the hearing of their motion to pear as 
parties City Counselor Marshall indig- 
nantly declared that the commissioners 
were not the promoters of the prosecution. 
“For aught that rs in e record,” 
‘gaid the judge, these so-called charges 
were but an anonymous communication 
upon which, in my judgment, the accused 
could not fairly be brought to trial.’’ 

Judge Valliant made the second point 

ainst the Commissioners’ record that the 
charges were not sufficient in law. The 
opinion said that before the accused could 
be convicted of violating an order of the 
Board of Managers or of failing to perform 
a duty which the board had imposed, the 
harges and specifications ought to inform 
= order of the board he had vio- 

The Judge then took up the first charge, 
incompetence, and held that the specifica- 
tions did not support it at all, being in 
themseives of the nature of charges unsus- 
tained by particular specifications.

MYSTERIOUS ENCOUNTER BE- 
TWEEN NEGROES AND WHITES. 


CONFLICTING STORIES TOLD. 


Harry Harty Slain and Con Ryan and 
Sam Shelby Wounded on 
Lambdin Avenue. 


What was apparently a race war on 
Lambdin avenue early Sunday morning ter- 
minated in the death of one white man 
and the wounding of another and a negro. 

The police have not yet arrived at the 
facts in the case, but probably have as 
much evidence as can be gathered. 

Excepting the participants in the ‘affair 
there were no witnesses to it and the sur- 
viving principals tell different stories. 

Henry Harty, a laborer, 8 years old, 
single and living at 4316 Natural Bridge 
road, died at the City Hospital Sunday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock. 

Con Ryan, who ve the name of C. W. 
O’Brien, was shot in the calf of the left leg 
and Sam Shelby, colored, received four 
slight flesh wounds. 

Harty’s body was pierced by two bul- 
ets. e made no statement of how he was 

hot, but Ryan tells a story which is not 
agreed to by Shelby. 

Shelby is held a prisoner at the Sixth 
District Police Station, as is also Joseph 
Wilkerson, who was with Harty and Ryan. 


Ryan says that he and Wilkerson got on 
a car to go to Cornthwait’s saloon, in the 
vicinity of Natural Bridge road on Lab- 
adie avenue, 

On the car they met Harty and the three 
got off at Lambdin avenue. 

A crowd of negroes was at the corner 
and after the three white men had passed 
began shooting. 

Hyan says that he and his companions be- 
came frightened and ran into an alley in the 
rear of a saloon, where they remained about 
fifteen minutes, when he ventured out. After 
he had gone about fifty feet down the street 
he was followed by his companions. Wilker- 
son and Harty had no more than left the al- 
ley,* Ryan says, than he heard shooting 
back of him. He started to run across the 
street, but was shot in the leg while run- 


ning. 
Meld , the negro, gave himself up to the 
police Sanday afternoon. He says that he 
met George Washington, the colored bar- 
tender, in the saloon at Lambdin avenue and 


at the manner in which the manager has Natural Bridge road, and that Washington 


told him that there were three white men 
in the alley who had had a fight with some 
colored men and that if he passed there 
they might attack him. 

Shelby says that he remarked that he had 
to walk along there, and then examined his 
revolver, saying he would protect himself. 
As he passed the alley crossing, he says, 
one of the white men asked him the way to 
Cass avenue. He told them to go to St. 
Louis avenue and take a car. 

Then another of the white men began 
swearing at him, and suddenly they all be- 
gan shooting at him. 

He drew hig own revolver and got behind 
a telegraph. pole and shot four times at the 
white men. He says that the bullets from 
his revolver killed Harty, but he claims 
he was protecting himself, 


Wilkerson says that just as he and Harty 
and Ryan passed the saloon two shots were 
fired by some one in front. He says that 
they then dodged into the alley and in 
about five minutes came out. They started 
to go on, when a negro rushed up behind 
them and called to them to stop. 

The negro, Wilkerson says, was the 
leader of about six others, who had been 
8 in the saloon. 

The leader of the colored men began 
shooting and Wilkerson says he saw Harty 


fall and he ran. 
When he saw two polHcemen he 1 
and the officer ran and caught Ryan. Shelby 
escaped, but gave himself up Sunday after- 
noon. 

Ryan, who had been shot in the leg, Wil- 
kerson and the two policemen picked Harty 
up, but he was mortally wounded and un- 
able to stand. 

A patrol wagon took Wilkerson to the 
Sixth District Station and conveyed Ryan 
and Harty to the City Hospital. 

Four of the bullets fired in the melee 
caused flesh wounds about Shelby’s body, 
but none of them are serious. 

Washington, the colored bartender at the 
saloon, says he was closing up the place 
at 1 a. m., when he heard two shots out in 
front. He went out, but could see no one 
there, but in the alley in the rear he saw 
three white men. He supposed they were 
waiting for some negroes, and when he 
saw Shelby coming along he warned him 
not to pass the alley. Before the final and 
fatal shooting had occurred Washington 
had closed up his place and gone home. 

Coronor Wait will hold an inquest on the 
body of Warty Tuesday morning at 10 
o’clock. 

The police found two 32-calfber revolvers 
in the grass in the front yard of 3013 Labadie 
avenue, the home of George Collins. 

Bach had been fired three times. In the 
pockets of Ryan’s clothes were found 
several 32-caliber cartridges.

She said that Koff- 
man had been drinking all day and had been 
trying to raise a disturbance. She tried to

reaking up the furniture he came at her 
with an open knife. 

The Price woman said she feared Koff- 
man intended killing her. She managed to 
take the knife away from him. Then she 
says she cut at him several times solely in 
self defense. 

The woman is at the Hospital, but is not 
badly hurt.

FRANK BRUCE AMASSED A ron 
TUNE BY BURGLARY. 


DIED IN A PENITENTIARY. 


His Criminal Career in St. Louis and 
Other Western Cities Made Him 
Famous With the Police. 


Frank F. Bruce, an expert criminal, who 
got rich by robbery, died in the Jefferson- 
ville (Ind.) Penitentiary Sunday. 

Bruce is said by the police to have left 
a fortune of over $100,000, all of which he 
got in a criminal way. He was well known 
to the St. Louis police and had a record in 
every large city in the country. 

He was an expert at cracking safes, but 
he was also successful in big burglaries. 
His last crime was committed at Terre 


Haute, Ind., where he blew a safe and 
secured about $30,000 in diamonds and money 
in 1893. For that offense he was sentenced 
to six years in the penitentiary south at 
Jeffersonville. 

His wife visited him often. She is strik- 
ingly handsome and wore no less than 
$10,000 worth of diamonds, the result of 
her husband’s many crimes. 

Before Bruce died he was wanted in 
seven cities, where crimes had been traced

to him. He was one of the smoothest pris- 
oners a prison ever held, and it was seldom 
that he was incarcerated that he didn’t 
escane. 

Few jails were strong enough to hold him, 
and during the three years he served at 
Jeffersonville he three times lead a revolt 
of the convicts, and twice escaped, but was 
each time captured before he had gained 
a good start. 

Bruce, who was 46 years old at his death, 
had been engaged in crime for thirty years. 
So many times was he arrested that on the 
St. Louis police records alone he is cred- 
ited with the allas of George Wilson, Boyd, 
George Smith, C. C. Moore, Frank Williams, 
F. F. Ming, H. H. Doran and B. R. Daly. 

Bruce was a little fellow, weighing less 
than 110 pounds. He had quick, black eyes, 
with a merry sparkle, never drank, smoked 
or chewed, and was strictly a business man 
in his own nefarious way. 

He was always handsomely dressed, wore 
diamonds, and would be taken for a good 
citizen. He never associated with his fel- 
low criminals, and always worked alone. 

If he planned to crack some particular 
safe, no one knew anything about it but 
himself. He saved his money, built a home 
on Ashland boulevard, in Chicago, and in- 
stalled his wife there. 

Bruce’s last days in prison were saddened 
by his wife, who fell in love with a Chicago 
man, secured a divorce and married the 
Chicagoan. 

In 1891 Bruce blew the safe in the Mis- 
souri River Feed Co.’s building at Omaha, 
Neb., and secured $2,100 in cash. 

He was arrested as he was leaving town, 
but he had shipped the money out in a 
novel way. He forged the name of a phy- 
siclan to a burial permit and ught a 
rough board coffin, which he filled to about 
the proper weight of a corpse and stuffed 
the money in with it. 

Bruce shipped the coffin to Springfield, 
Mo., and hired an undertaker to accompany 
it, making him believe it was really a 


corpse. 

When he was arrested at the Omaha 
depot he was locked up and given a hearing 
the next day, at which he was held to the 
Grand-jury and the bond was fixed at $1,500. 

Bruce drew on a bank in Chicago for 
$3,000, and through an attorney purchased 
a plece of property ig Omaha for that 
amount and furnished bond by giving a 
mortgage on his place to a broker. 

He was released and he took the first 
train for Springfield, Mo. He got there just 
as the undertaker was planning to deliver 
the supposed corpse to the Morgue. Bruce 
paid him, rented a room and had the coffin 
taken there, where he opened it, secured the 
money and destroyed the casket. 

He remained there two weeks, and one 
night he broke into the Springfield Hard- 
ware Company’s store and ＋ away with 
thirty revolvers and a lot of cutlery. The 
next morning he was waiting for a train at 
the depot. with his booty in valises, and he 
was arrested. The day before he had ex- 
pressed his money to Chicago. He was held 
in jail two days, when he emptied a pep- 
perbox in a guard’s eyes and got away. 

A week afterwards he was arrested in St. 
Louis on a description from . 
and in a few days Sheriff J. C. Day of 
Green County took him back. Bruce sawed 
his way out of jail in a week, and was 
never seen in Springfield again. 

Bruce made his way East then and was 
heard from in several cities, where he nad 
blown safes. The Terre Haute job was one 
of his biggest and his last. 

The confinement in the Jeffersonville pen- 
itentilary brought on consumption and that 
eventually caused his death. While serv- 
ing the sentence Bruce lived like a prince 
in the prison. ; 

There was always several hundred doilars 
in the office which he could draw on, and he 
had meals sent into him which were better 
than the warden ate. 

here are seven different pictures of 
Bruce in the St. Louls rogues’ Sallery, eacn 
of them taken in a different city. It was 
thought that Bruce was a native of Mis- 
souri, but it is known that he was born and 
raised, until he was 16, in Chicago. His 
parents were of the substantial middle class,
